Looking for a 
better image 


HE Coach Tourism Council 

has plans to hold a major 
public relations event later this 
year. 

Mindful of the negative image 
road accidents create with the 
public, such as the French A6 
crash, CTC chairman Gerry Topiol 
said: ‘We need to counterbalance 
such images and get the public 
seeing the positive aspects of coach 
travel. That’s why we are 
organising a major PR event, which 
will probably be called ‘Coaching 
for Pleasure’, later this year. 

Formed last June, the CTC aims 
to promote the public image of 
coaching and raise its profile in all 
aspects of tourism. Enjoying the 
support of coach operators, tourist 
offices and ferry companies, it 
promises to help achieve increased 
coverage for coach tourism within 
the national and regional press, TV 
and radio. Membership fees are 
£100 for coach operators and £250 
for coach industry suppliers. 

Topiol feels the event is now 
needed more than ever, due to 
business being ‘very mixed’ for 
coach tour operators this year. 

He said: ‘No clear pattern has 
emerged. While short to medium 
breaks and British tours have been 
generally well received, continental 
extended tours have been below 
par.” 

Topiol added that it was difficult 
to isolate one cause, but mentioned 
a number of factors. He said these 
included ‘falling exchange rates for 
sterling, the perceived cost of 
incidentals for the customer, poll 
tax and the Oberammagau passion 
plays diverting continental traffic 
from other destinations.’ 

The CTC has now undertaken a 
leaflet campaign to increase its 
membership. Topiol said: *We have 
attracted many new operators and 
the commitment and mix of 
organisations who have joined 
CTC is very good. We now need to 
increase the volume within each 
category of operation.”

MIDLAND Fox ‘s latest 
acquisitions - of Tellings Golden 
Miller and NWP Travel - 
underline the changing face of 
the British coach industry. 

While Fox’s parent company, 
Drawlane, like other large bus 
groups, sees more potential in the 
local bus market than in 
coaching, there are some distinct 
advantages in bigger coaching 
units, 

Unlike small, traditional 
family-owned businesses, larger 
groups have the resources to 
offer more comprehensive travel 
packages to larger customers. 

They can move, say, a 35- 
seater to another group company 
if there is a new market to be 
tapped and if they have sufficient 
vehicles to cover a large contract, 
then they can do it without the 
loss of profit and control involved 
in hiring in sub-contractors. 

They have the engineering 
back-up to be able to switch 
round vehicles at short notice. 

And they can muster the 
marketing and promotional 
resources needed to be able to sell 
the group’s services in one 
effective shot. 

In some cases, the strategy is to 
tap similar markets. Paramount 
Leisure, for instance, has bought 
coach companies in the North- 
West and London conurbations 
and Shearings has set about 
acquiring useful coach businesses 
around the country. 

We are unlikely to see coach 
groups emerging on the scale of 
bus groups like Badgerline, 
Stagecoach or Drawlane, but in 
times when the cost and interest 
rate pressures on small, 
successful coach operators are 
high, we are likely to see many 
more acquisitions of the small by 
the regionally large. 

The small business, alive to the 
needs of its market and in control 
of its costs, need not disappear, 
but it could find happy sanctuary 
in the ownership of a larger 
business blessed with greater 
resources.

write this only a few days after 

the Montego accident, full of 

amazement at the way in which 

the French authorities had 
pronounced on the cause, even 
before any investigative work had 
been done. 

Riding on the back of that hasty 
comment, British parliamentarians 
and the media are making over- 
reactive proposals which, in their 
hasty judgement, would eliminate 
the apparent cause of |1 deaths. 

Amid all this jingoism, I was so 
pleased to hear the sanity of Bus & 
Coach Council’s David Watson on 
Radio 4’s Today programme on 
June 5. 

Having put the case for not 
having seat-belts on coaches, he 
was asked what, then, could be 
done to avoid accidents of this sort. 

‘Total observance of the law,” he 
said, ‘by operators and drivers. If 
the speed limit is 55 mph, then 55 
mph it is and to hell with catching a 
ferry. Drivers must remember that 
they carry the lives of their 70 
passengers in their hands.’ 

Although not yet in my dotage, I 
am old enough to have driven in 
the days when traffic lights had not 
learned to breed like rabbits. 

There was little white, and no 
yellow, paint on roads, only an 
occasional ‘Halt Major Road 
Ahead’ sign, and no speed limits 
whatsoever outside built up areas. 

There was a lot 
more skill involved in 
driving then. One had 
to go slow at every 
road junction, use a 


lot more care when overtaking on a 
winding road, and to alter speed 
according to the conditions of the, 
possibly unknown, road ahead. 

The science of highway 
engineering has changed all that 
with road markings, traffic controls 
and signs and speed limits all 
having done a measure of ‘pre- 
thinking’ for the driver. 

It is only idiots who ignore these 
measures which, after all, are 
designed to protect motorists from 
their own shortcomings. 

Before anyone concludes that 
this is not true because there are 
international variations, the 
obvious example being the French 
speed limit, let him remember that 
the Montego deaths were not 
caused by either speed or a blow 


| out as such. They happened 


because the vehicle rolled over a 
ditch. 

British motorways, with their 
higher speed limits, all have hard 
shoulders and, on vulnerable edges, 
crash barriers. 

Highway engineers and planners 
may not always get it perfect, but if 
they can create flawed models with 
time to think about it, surely no 
driver is brilliant enough to modify 
the blueprint for safety as he is 
driving. 

At one time of day, it used to be 
seen as quite clever to be able to 
drink and drive. By a process of 
education, it is now seen as crass 
folly. 

People do not stand in pubs 
bragging about having ‘one for the 
road’ - that would be regarded by

an audience as stupid. 

The perceived wise guy is he 
who imbibes a soft drink ‘because I 
am driving.’ 

We need to extend this attitude to 
general driving so that those who 
break the law are no longer seen as 
clever, and getting away with 
something. 

They need to be properly seen as 
dangerous idiots, whose conduct is 
offensive to all right thinking 
people. 

Such an attitude of mind would 
help drive home the second part of 


David Watson's message. At risk of 


upsetting a few highly dedicated 
and very thoughtful PSV drivers, I 
venture to suggest that bus and 
coach drivers generally are not 
constantly conscious that they, 
literally, hold the power of life and 
death of passengers in their hands. 

I have to admit that I, and some 
drivers I have questioned on the 
matter, only think of this aspect of 
PSV driving occasionally. What 
motivates our driving performance 
is our own, personal, safety (when 
all is said and done, we are in the 
most vulnerable position) and the 
inbred care of one’s own vehicle 
and the general safety of other road 
users. 

In other words, no one goes out 


intent on having accidents, whether 
a PSV driver or not, one drives 
defensively in order to avoid them. 

I, and the other drivers I have 
spoken with, occasionally drive 
heavy goods vehicles. We do not, I 
am sorry to admit, drive a PSV 
more carefully than we would a 
recovery vehicle or a van full of 
furniture. 

For the majority of the time 
passengers are regarded as just 
cargo. And the faster one goes, or 
the more difficult the driving 
conditions, (whether driving snow 
on the motorway, or inner city 
traffic congestion on a humid day) 
the less one is likely to be 
conjecturing on the lives in one’s 
hands. 

Getting the vehicle through 
safely is all important in one’s 
mind, not particularly the well- 
being of the passengers as such. 

I believe this is an important 
attitudinal area of PSV safety 
which requires some development. 


When speed limiters 


can cause problems 


HE Montego affair raised into the public eye the issue of speed 
limiters and it is perhaps an appropriate moment for me to 


point out one of their unsafe habits. 


Not all of the limiters fitted to my fleet are from the same 
manufacturer. Those from one, well-known-name, have caused no 
problem at all. But I have experienced several failures by those 
made by an equally well known name. 

Perturbed as I may be that these units, only months old, are 
suffering electronic and mechanical breakdowns, I am far more 
alarmed to discover that the effect of such a failure is that, at best, 
the speed of the vehicle drops, instantly, to no more than 25 mph. 
On one occasion the vehicle became totally immobile, but 
fortunately not in the fast lane of the M4 - this time! 

I was under the belief that they were to be made ‘fail safe’. In 
other words, that the accelerator would work normally if the speed 
limiter ceased to function. Not that the vehicle would instantly stop. 

I am pursuing this with the limiter suppliers and, indeed, seeking 
compensation for the cost of sending out fitters and replacement 


coaches.

It has 
seating for 26, with standing space 
for 14. 


heating is provided by Purmo 
convection on both sides and across 
the rear of the vehicles.

The driver’s area is based on an 
extremely comfortable Chapman 
Bremshey air-suspended driver's 
seat.

At the rear of the driver’s seat, a 
glass screen, fitted with a night 
blind, effectively separates the 
driver from the main saloon. 


The open doors of the LW8 
Fastflow show how much wider 
it is, at 1.2 metres, compared to 
the standard 0.9 metres.

What the operators say 


ith one Optare LWB 
Metrorider put into 
service two months ago, 
East Surrey Bus 
Services’ chief engineer John 
Bull says: ‘So far there have 
been no problems with the 
vehicle - and we have inspected 
it twice. I can’t comment on 
brake wear, but no wear is 
apparent at the moment’. 

But Bull had some criticisms 
of the Allison AT 545 
transmission, saying: ‘It is harsh 
on first take-off, from neutral 
into first gear. Otherwise it is 
quite smooth’. 


Cardiff City Transport has 
taken two Optare LWB 
Metroriders which have been in 
service for over two months. The 
company already runs 46 MCW- 
built vehicles, 10 of them LWB. 

Cardiff’s associate director of 
engineering, Clive Horsfield, 
says: ‘Optare has addressed 
many of the problems associated 
with the MCW-built vehicles’. 
But so had Cardiff, having 
retro-fitted retarders to solve the 
problem of excessive brake- 
lining wear. The company was 
so concerned it fitted drums all 
round on one MCW as an 
experiment. 

Of the Optare vehicles, 
Horsfield says: ‘They are 
working very well and we are 
getting about 13mpg out of them 
in service’. He said the 
upgrading of the rear axle from 
a 10HA to an 18HA inspired his 
confidence. Regarding 
complaints of rough changing 
from the Allison transmission, 
he said: ‘We only feel a slight 
clunk from neutral to first gear - 
the secret is to get the idling 
speed correctly timed’. 


The first ‘Optarised’ 
Metrorider was shown at last 
year’s Coach & Bus ‘89,one 
from an order for four vehicles 
originally placed with MCW by 
Ipswich Buses. The company’s 
engineering director Bill Hunter 
said: ‘They were delivered last 
November and we have now had 
them in service for six months’. | 

Comparing the new product 
with its MCW wide-bodied 
coach version, he says: ‘I am 
delighted with the Optare 
design, particularly the wider 
skirt panels, which are more 
robust, and the fitment of all- 
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round disc brakes. Optare 
respond very quickly to operator 
feed-back and I am very pleased 
with their back-up service.’ 

He explained the vehicles were 
undergoing a little fine-tuning, 
with solid radiator hoses being 
replaced with a more flexible 
‘convolute’ design. 

‘Optare has produced a very 
good product, with particular 
improvement in the anti- 
corrosion treatment of the body 
framing. And the lack of 
ventilation on the old design has 
been addressed.’ 

‘We have had hopper 
windows fitted as an option, but 
Optare now offers vehicles fitted 
with two roof-mounted lift-up 
ventilators as standard. There is 
also a simple solution for bad 
ventilation in the driver’s area. 
We fit fans but, knowing Optare, 
it will probably come up with a 
much neater solution.’ 

Ian Tarran, chief engineer 
with Kentish Bus and Coach, 
took delivery of one LWB 
Metrorider last September, 
prior to the redesign but built by 
Optare using MCW parts, apart 
from the floor covering. 
Running six MCWs, he was in a 
position to draw comparisons 
with the early Optare product. 
They run about 20,000 miles a 
year. 

‘Snags such as brake wear 
have been ironed out, and we 
have experienced no signs of

Although the vehicles have not 
yet been used in service, COMS’ 
engineering director Gerry 
Mitchell says: ‘We have already 
subjected the vehicles to a 
thorough delivery inspection 
and we are very impressed with 
Optare’s production standards. 
The vehicles are well-made and 
have an impressive finish’. 

COMS has already converted 
its MCWs to disc brakes all- 
round. It has experienced a low 
track rod end life with its MCW 
vehicles. Otherwise, the 
company gets 13mpg out of its 
SWB MCWs on intensive stop- 
start operation.

The 115bhp Cummins 6B diesel 
pulls the machine effortlessly up 
the Yorkshire hills. And it is well 
matched with the Allison AT 545 
automatic transmission which, 
despite reservations from some 
bus engineers, gave smooth 
changes throughout both tests. 
Acceleration tests showed both 
vehicles possessed similar 
capabilities - only significantly 
differing in the range between 40 
and 50mph (see table).

Verdict 


Optare has answered criticisms 
of the MCW Metrorider and 
operator feedback to Coachmart 
suggests the company’s back-up 
service is excellent. 

Other design changes of note 
include larger headlights, which 
are easily adjustable. And the 
gear selector and handbrake have 
been moved to the offside, which 
I feel not only makes life easier 
for the driver, but provides extra 
room for ticket equipment 
installation. 

Access for routine maintenance 
is both under the bonnet and by an 
easily- removable engine cowl 
within the passenger entrance and 
fascia area. Optare has also 
mounted vehicle batteries on a 
slide-out tray, which is easily 
accessible from outside. 

The Metrorider scores highly 
on economy and back-up. Vastly 
improved levels of trim, 
combined with a high degree of 
passenger comfort, gives the 
vehicles a level of passenger 
appeal which transcends that 
provided with its appealing 
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Hoses, coolant and brake fluid are accessible under the bonnet. 
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exterior design. I have been 
unable to test cab ventilation in 
hot weather, the Metrorider 
otherwise seems to be very much 
a driver’s machine. 

While MCW’s future was still 
in the balance, and most had little 
idea Optare would eventually take 
over the production rights, I tested 
MCW’s LWB 26-seater coach 
(Coachmart 539, June 1, 1989). 
Although I achieved similar fuel 
consumption figures, I criticised 
the bad match between the engine 
and ZF manual transmission, and | 
many niggles in the cab area. I 
was also not entirely satisfied 
with the level of trim - the floor in 
particular. 

At the time, I also posed the 
question of spares’ availability 
and back-up. Fortunately, all this 
has now been resolved by Optare. 
And the standard of the re- 
engineered product, both 
mechanically and bodywise. 
Optare is alive to industry 
standards and market 
opportunities. 

The Optare product range is not 
the cheapest on the market, but 
satisfied clients will always 
remind you of the quality product 
and excellent back-up service 
which is provided. If this forms 
the crux of your operational 
criteria, you could do a lot worse 
than choose the new Metrorider.

DIARY 


Mike Morgan concludes the first Coachmart six month survey of operators’ maintenance experience. 


S THIS survey draws to a close a more complete picture emerges of the seven vehicles being 
monitored. Comparisons are difficult with such a diverse collection, ranging from the 18-year-old 
National to Taylor’s one- year-old Javelin, but average fuel consumption figures are confirmed and 


recurring problems tabulated. 


Readers are invited to make their own judgments, but the value of this Maintenance Diary has been 
justified, to the extent that a new survey has started with six different vehicles run by operators from 
different regions. Look out for the first report next month. 
This month’s vehicle profile is the short wheelbase, 35-seat Plaxton-bodied Dennis Javelin.

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THIS MONTH’S VEHICLE PROFILE 


_ Taylor’s Javelin - F597 HYC 


This £65,000 Plaxton-bodied Dennis is one of 17 vehicles in the Somerset fleet of Taylors Travel. It is the 
only small coach among full size Leyland Tigers, DAFs and Volvos - some of which are to executive 
specification. 

Contract vehicles include one Daimler/Alexander double decker, some Leyland Leopards, and AEC 
Reliances. Taylor’s prefers to use older vehicles on schools, leaving the newer vehicles for private hire 
and own holidays. Proprietor Eric Taylor suggested that if a vehicle was too good for a job then the 
council may think it is paying too much. 

Although Taylor started coaching in 1963, it was 1972 before he bought his first new coach, a 
Ford/Plaxton for £7,000. The Dennis was a replacement for a Bristol LHS. But Taylor said: ‘With the 
LH you knew you were in a 35- seater, but the Javelin has all the attributes of a large coach.’ 

Traffic manager, David Bayley told Coachmart that he could easily handle another 35-seater. However, 
he recognised that whereas a 53-seater can handle the work of a 35, this cannot work the other way 
round. 

Both Bayley and Taylor said drivers and customers liked the short wheelbase Javelin. Bayley said: 
‘There is a togetherness - it is very popular with customers.’ 

Eric Taylor’s son Steve works in the workshops at the Tintinhull garage with Fleet Engineer David 
Porter. Maintenance problems with the Javelin have been restricted to excess anti-roll bar movement 
and squealing brakes - both problems cured by Dennis. Some corrosion of body mountings has also been 
spotted.

Coach add-ons - or added value? 


DDED value is that extra 

margin between costs and 

prices the operator can 

expect by marketing a 
different product, a service offered 
over and above that offered by 
competitors, enabling the operator 
to justify a premium return, 

It can be added features in your | 
coach, like videos, toilets and | 
drinks facilities, but their value 
could be lost as they become more 
common. 

It is better to look at the market 
served, and analyse the product 
the customer is purchasing. That 
can range from simply getting 
people safely from A to B, toa 
fully comprehensive tour package. 


Watching costs 


An East Midlands operator told 
me the best way to derive benefit 
from added value is to bargain 
strongly on the costs side. 
Although this does not reflect the 
popular perception of added value. 
it does show what can be achieved 
by hard bargaining with the 
suppliers of accommodation - and 
attractions for that matter. In both 
cases, demand is derived from 
transport. And coaching plays a | 
large part in bringing such demand | 
to the suppliers’ doorstep. 

This operator found he was able 
to get a good deal from a 
traditional British holiday camp. A 
full-board package was arranged 
at £50 per head for a complete 
week’s holiday. Selling these at 
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Operators may get better rates by accepting 
credit card bookings, according to one East 
Midlands operator. Providing such a convenience 
for customers is one example of providing added 
value to give the operator a better margin. So 


added value for the customer should mean added 


value to the operator.

£79 a seat, this operator gained a 
return equivalent to £3 a mile - 
definitely good going by 
anybody’s standards. 

Such an example gives the lie to 
the idea that added value revolves 
around ‘executive’ travel, as if 
executives chose the coach as the 
first option for travel. 

Of course, some firms have 
found some success in aiming 
their product at the corporate 
travel sector. While many south 
coast operators, such as 
Summerfields in Southampton. 
have carved out a niche in 
contracts for conference travel, 
Harwich-based Chartercoach’s 
‘Ambassador Class’ has gone for 
corporate travel to sports and other 
special events. 

However, providing added value 
from the other direction enables 
operators to go for the market in 
their traditional base, providing 
cheaper alternative holidays to the 
family which has not got the 
resources for a foreign holiday. 
And I suspect as the British 


| economy looks increasingly shaky, 


the first entrants making business 
contact with the providers of such 
‘Hi Di Hi’ holidays will establish 
a comparative advantage. 

In fact, the operator told me: 
‘Such holidays have been well- 
received. Our mail has been full of 
praise for the initiative, with the 
customers thanking us for giving 
them the opportunity of a holiday 
they would not have otherwise 
had.’ He added that the return of 
£3 a mile was for loadings of 40 
passengers upwards, which had 
been easily been achieved, even 
when considering child discounts. 

The same operator told me 
another way to achieve cost-led 
added value was to keep in touch 
with hotels to take advantage of 
last-minute cancellations for group 
bookings. Although suitable | 
outlets were necessary for such a | 
strategy, he said with the use of a 
photocopier he could paste-up and 
have such packages on the shelves 
within half an hour. One 
cancellation had sold 14 seats in 
its first two days of offer. 
Furthermore, such packaging 


could add value for the operator 
by disguising the actual costs, 
which in the case of cancellations 
could be at the cost margin or even 
lower. 

But this operator did not rely 
solely on cost-led value added. He 
now accepts bookings by credit 


' card. This is more convenient for 


the customer and has the added 
benefit of reducing transaction 
costs. Bookings taken through an 
agency cost the operator a 10 per 
cent commission, whereas credit 
card bookings taken direct only 
incur a charge of between one and 
two per cent. 

After the credit card number is 
keyed in, everthing is done 
electronically. There is no 
invoicing, because the bank takes 
off the information overnight - and 
the money is paid into the 
operator’s account in two to four 
days. He told me other benefits of 
the system included: a better 
service at no extra cost to the 
operator, flexibility of payment for 
the customer, no worry of tickets 
because a record is kept, and if 
they don’t turn up - tough - 
they’ve already paid. 


Skills 


Nigel Skill, MD of Nottingham- 
based Skills, says: ‘We are very 
much a market-orientated 
company, so we’re more interested 
in the product range’. With a 55- 
strong fleet, this large company 
markets its product through over 
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200 ABTA-bonded outlets and 
runs four of its own agencies. 
With such a network and size of 
operation, Skill admits buyer- 
power places the company ahead 
of the average operator when it 
comes to cost-led added value. 

Despite this, the company 
adjusts its brochure programme to 
match hotel and venue availability. 
Skill said: *With cancellations, our 
relationship with hoteliers is very 
much an ongoing thing.” He added 
such packages have to be very 
attractively-priced to sell, and that 
Skills do not take that many, as it 
muddies the market for the rest of 
the product range. 

Instead, Skills prefers to acquire 
cost-led added value by buying 
rooms when the hoteliers want his 
customers. This means the 
company approaches hoteliers and 
askes what the best rates are at the 
best times, with the product range 
and brochure being built around 
what is available. Skill gave me an 
example of the company’s 
Lakeland breaks, with 
accommodation centred on 
Workington. “This helps us to 
package the holiday very 
attractively,” said Skill. 

Central to this structure are 
competitively-priced, one or two 
night weekend breaks, which 
introduce the client base to higher- 
value longer holidays. And Skill 
says this strategy on British breaks 
is being extended to form the basis 
of the company’s continental 
work. He claims this approach has 
led to a 30 per cent expansion in 
the number of holidays offered 
over last year’s figures, with a 
concurrent expansion in vehicles 
and staff. 

Customers in the weekend 
market are extremely price 
sensitive. According to Skill: "We 
had a break at £39.95, which was 


effectively killed when the hotelier 


got greedy and we had to charge 
£43. Loadings of 53 dropped to 
around 30.". 

Demand for private hire is also 
up. ‘If it fits in with everything 
else, we'll do it’, said Skill. He 
said the cost base was the key, 
enabling the company to drop 
prices for market capture while

maintaining the same profit 
margin. 


North East 


In what is probably an even 
more price-sensitive market, a 
North East operator told me that a 
little while ago he was quoting 
£300 for London weekends. These 
were marketed successfully to 
group organisers because the 
break, including four-star 
accommodation, came to £29 per 
head for break-even loadings of 
30. With the price suitably 
adjusted, he could offer two free 
places with loadings of 45 and 
over. 

However, he said: ‘Around here 
operator prices are too low and 
competition is very keen’. He 
currently hopes to find a solution 
in cost-led added value, saying: 
‘The market determines the price, 
but work can be won by quoting 
the price per head rather than the 
rate for the whole job’. And he 
gains cost-led added value by 
negotiating deals direct with the 
hotels. Results include a £1.50.a 
mile return from packages at £69 
with two overnights in London - 
the accommodation alone would 
normally cost £90. 

Providing added value, rather 
than chiselling costs to offer an 
inferior product, was, he felt, the

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answer. But he also offered 
product-led added value, with 
newly-registered 51-seater vehicles 
fitted with toilets, videos and 
drinks machines competing on 
price with rail fares to the south. 
And such specifications enabled 
him to reduce seating and fit tables 
for the corporate travel market. 


Woods of Leicester 


Woods of Leicester MD Mark 
Wood said: *We are now geared for 
convenience booking and accept 
credit cards, with our marketing 
pointing out three easy ways to 
book.’ The company take bookings 
in cash, cheque, Access or Visa. 
Customers can book over the 
‘phone using credit cards or, if 
calling personally, there is free 
parking at the company’s base. In 
addition, the company has two 
agents in Leicester. 

Wood said: “The ease and 
convenience of such alternatives 
often overcomes the price barrier’. 
He also pointed to the advantages 
of all-inclusive packaging, saying 
many of the cost elements could be 
disguised within the total package. 
Although many operators were. 
wrongly in his opinion, pulling out 
of packaging because of hassle 
created by VAT in the tour 
operators’ margin scheme. he said: 
‘The hassle is worth it because 
packaging is the key to both giving 
and getting added value. Operators 
should get to grips with TOMS - it 
only involves costing properly and 
can be made to work for the 
operator.” 

“If you offer a good product at 
the right price the customer buys 
it’, said Wood. And he emphasised 
a good product did not just involve 
the quality of transport. For 
example, Woods customers on 
excursions to Chester were all 
issued with a photocopied street

map. 

Value is also emphasised by 
customer questionnaires, including 
questions about the time spent at 
meal stops and the cleanliness of 
the coach. Woods’ drivers* 
awareness of the questionnaires is 
also an aid to internal marketing 
and company discipline. If replies 
are negative, Wood issues refund 
vouchers which may be redeemed 
on future excursions. This gives the 
company a second chance to get it 
right, as well as encouraging the 
customer to travel with them again. 

To Mark Wood, added value 
equates with progressive 
marketing, over-shadowing such 
add-ons as loos and videos. Wood 
also has strong views on product 
add-ons, saying such things as 
local drop-offs and coach park fees 
all have to be costed into the job. 
He quotes the rate for the basic job 
- and then quotes the rate for the 
extras the customer requests. 

Wood says he is frustrated when 
customers do not ask what they are 
getting for their money. But he 
feels they probably have a 
perceived idea of the company’s 
position in the market place. 
‘Rather like the High Street 
shopper going to Marks and 
Spencer for quality clothing made 
from 100 per cent cotton.” 

“It is market-led rather than 
product-led added value for us, and 
the added value for us is in repeat 
business, rather than 
immmediately higher profit 
margins’. 

So added value means different 
things to different operators in 
different areas. Examine your 
product range and find out where it 
is. Where there is no added value, 
look for how it might be 
introduced. And, of course, the 
exercise is wasted if you do not 
follow this with appropriate 
marketing. 
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Save time with the spreadsheet 


This month, Houston Ramm looks at how computer 
spreadsheets can help an operator work out the 
costs of starting a tendered bus route. 


ORRECTLY used, computer 

spreadsheets can save the 

coach operator a great deal of 

time. The spreadsheet shown 
in this program is relatively simple 
to set up and, once complete, can be 
used any number of times to 
calculate quotations for tendered bus 
routes, or to set revenue targets for 
commercial bus services. It can also 
be used to calculate the effect of 
increased fuel or wages costs, or any 
other cost or income variation, 
within seconds. 

It is a simple and practical system 
which is well within the ability of 
the ordinary coach operator after a 
few hours’ practice with the 
computer equipment. It will save 
many hours of laborious calculations 
or, even worse, the prospect of 
tendering for work without sufficient 
thought to the revenue available and 
the costs involved. 

I have deliberately used the 
cheapest equipment available, as it is 
perfectly adequate for this particular 
task. The hardware used is an 
Amstrad PCW8512, currently 
available for around £450 plus VAT 
at your local high street electrical 
store. There is a cheaper model (the 
PCW8256) with a smaller memory 
and single rather than twin disk 
drives at around £350 plus VAT - 
this will also run the software used, 
though there is a bit of fiddly disc- 
changing involved when files are 
copied or saved. The price of this 
system includes a suitable printer so, 
apart from the software, there is 
nothing else to buy apart from a few 
blank discs, normally about £2 to £3 
each. You will also be provided with 
an excellent wordprocessor software 
package as part of the basic cost of 
the computer. 

The software used is Supercale 2, 
an early version of this highly 
regarded spreadsheet package but 
the only version available for the 
PCW range of computers. However, 
if you have an PC-type (IBM or 
IBM compatible) personal computer 
- or, indeed, any other system for 
which any version of Supercale 2, 3, 
4 or 5 is available - the spreadsheet I 
have illustrated can also be produced 
using this equipment, with the added 
advantage that on the more 
expensive machines it will run quite 
a bit faster. Supercale 2 for the PCW 
costs about £50 including VAT (a 


small fraction of the cost of the latest | 


edition, Supercalc 5, for the PC) and 
can be ordered from your computer 
supplier. 
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Once you have acquired the 
necessary equipment, I would 
recommend that you spend a few 
hours with the spreadsheet, 
familiarising yourself with the 
instruction booklet, and testing out 


| the various functions and 


commands. My instructions assume 
you have a limited, but basic, 
knowledge of the system and can 
input and replicate formulae. 

Figure one shows the completed 
spreadsheet, with some imaginary 
figures which illustrate the way the 
finished product should look and the 


information which it makes available 
| to the user. 


Figure two is a computer print of 
the formulae in each of the lines - 
these are used to calculate the 
relevant costs and revenues in each 
row, and are explained below. 

The spreadsheet calulates revenue 
and costs from certain key figures 
which must be worked out and 
entered in respect of each service for 
which calculations are being made. 
Perhaps the most important of these 


| is the number of service hours per 


week, and it is vital that this is 
calculated accurately and in 
accordance with the instructions 
below. 

Lines 1-7: These are all text 
lines, with a heading to indentify 
the spreadsheet, sub-headings to 
identify each route, and the total 
column. The PCW computer will 
accept approximately 20 columns 
within this program before it runs 
out of memory - a PC-based 
system could accept hundreds of 
columns should you require it. 


Lines 8 to 16 deal with income. 
Line 8 - Cash fares 

The total cash intake is calculated 
by multiplying the service hours 
operated by the average cash intake 
per hour. In the example shown, the 
cash intake is £5.25 per hour. You 
must enter the average hourly cash 
intake figure, either from your own 
experience on the route, or estimate 
a figure based on route surveys, 
information from the local authority 
or, preferably, a mixture of both. 


Line 9 - Subsidy payments 

This is the subsidy figure tendered 
for the route, which is entered 
manually. Zero should be entered for 
any fully commercial services. The 


example shows an annual subsidy of 
£102,500, which is then divided by 


| 52 to provide the weekly income. 


Line 10 - off bus ticket sales pool 

This is the amount which can be 
expected in respect of a theoretical 
off-bus ticket sales pool, of the type 
operated in Greater Manchester and 
West Yorkshire, for example. This is 
calulated on the spreadsheet as a 
percentage of the cash take, as I have 
found this to be pretty consistent in 
each given area. My example 
illustrates a pool income of 22% of 
the cash take; when using the 
spreadsheet you must substitute this 
figure (as you must with all variable 
figures) with the percentage which 
can reasonably be expected from 
your local scheme, if one exists. If 
there is no such scheme enter the 
percentage as zero. 


| Line 11 - Concession fare 


payments 
This is the amount which can be 
expected in respect of a 


| concessionary fares scheme, and 


works in exactly the same way as 
line 10. Again, make sure that your 
own percentage figure is entered. 
For example, if you expect to receive 
18 pence for every pound of cash 
revenue, the formula would be 


| B8*.18 


| Line 12 - Rural bus grants 


This is no longer applicable, but 
I’ve left it in should the Government 
decide to reintroduce it. 


Line 13 - This is for any other 
operational income (scholars’ season 


| tickets, etc). Simply estimate the 


weekly figure and enter it in the 
correct cell. 


Line 14 - This is for on-bus 
advertising income, and other similar 


| types of revenue. Enter as for line 


ihe 


Line 16 - Totals lines 8 to 14. 
Lines 18 to 24 incorporate the 


| essential statistical information 


which you need for each route. 


| Line 18 - mileage 


The way in which the spreadsheet 
works means that the mileage is 


| entered as the number of service 
| hours multiplied by the average 


miles travelled per hour. This means 
that every time you make an 
adjustment to the route by adding or 
subtracting journeys, the mileage 
will be recalculated automatically. 
The example shown depicts a 
service which averages 11.3 miles 
per hour. You must substitute this 
figure for the actual mileage per hour 
on your own service. 


Line 19 - Total revenue per mile 
Simply enter the formula as 
shown. This will then calculate the 
total revenue per mile so that you 
can compare figures between one 
route and another, and can be used in 
setting meaningful revenue targets. 


Line 20 - Service hours 

This is the total number of hours 
spent by each vehicle working on the 
route being analysed, plus a time 
allowance for each bus to travel to 
and from the depot at the beginning 


| and end of each day. This can be 


calculated manually or, as shown in 
the example, using a simple formula 
within the spreadsheet cell. 


Line 21 - Total revenue per hour 

As for the total revenue per mile 
category, simply enter the formula 
shown; the computer will do the rest, 
and provide you with useful 
statistical information. 


Line 22 - Peak vehicle 
requirement 

The maximum number of vehicles 
employed on the service at any one 
time should be entered. However, if 


| the vehicles are also used on another 


service or services without 
increasing the total fleet peak vehicle 
requirement, then the peak vehicle 
requirement figure should be shared 
between this and the other service. 
For example a schools service which 
requires four vehicles could be 
operated in conjunction with a 
“between the peaks’ commercial bus 
service. The peak vehicle 
requirement of four should then be 
shared between the two operations. 


Line 23 - Total number of vehicles 
This is the peak vehicle 
requirement plus an allowance for 


| spare vehicles, including vehicles 


under repair and awaiting repair. 


Line 24 - Total vehicle 
requirement 

This is taken from the number in 
the total column of line 23 = in this 
case, cell G23 - and should represent 
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the total number of vehicles in the 
fleet normally available for bus 
service operation. 


Lines 29 to 44 are those relating 
to the direct costs of operating the 
bus services being costed. 


Line 29 - Drivers’ wages 
The formula calulates the drivers’ 


wage bill by multiplying the number | 


of service hours (B20) by the gross 
hourly wage cost (shown here as 
£4.10). This gross figure should 
inlcude an allowance for holiday 
pay, sick pay if applicable, 
employers’ NIC contributions and 
depot time. Typically, therefore, the 
gross hourly cost will be at least 
30% more than the flat hourly pay 
rate. 


Line 30 - Fuel costs 

The formula used here calculates 
the fuel used by dividing the total 
mileage operated (B15) by the

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expected fuel consumption (shown 
here as 15mpg, as this is a theoretical 
midibus service). This figure is then 
multiplied by the costs of fuel 
excluding VAT (shown here as £1.40 
per gallon) less the fuel duty rebate 
per gallon of derv, currently 86.47 
pence per gallon. 


Line 31 - Lubricant costs 

The formula shown calculates 
lubricant usage at 200 miles per litre 
(B18/200) plus 8 litres per vehicle 


| per week (B23*8), all at a price of 


40 pence per litre (*.4). The first part 


| represents engine oil usage, the latter 


engine oil changes, but you should 
amend these figures to fit your own 
usage and oil change rates for the 
appropriate type of vehicle. 


| Line 34 - Maintenance 
| department labour 


This is calculated on a cost per of 
£45 per peak vehicle per week 
(B22*45) plus £30 per ‘spare’ 
vehicle per week. 
These figures should 
be substituted for 
those appropriate to 
your own operation. 
Though I found a flat 
rate per vehicle type 
best, you may wish to 
use a mileage based 
formula, similar to the 
one used to calulate 
parts costs. 


Lines 32, 33 and 35 - 
tyres, parts and 
outside repairs 

These are 
calculated on simple 
cost per mile 
formulae. 


Line 36 - Bus station 
charges 

I have deliberately 
left this cell as zero, as 
many operators do not 
have to pay for this 


subsidised services. 
However, it is easy to 
enter a formula that 
will calculate the cost 
automatically. For 
example, if you 
operate on a route 
with a round trip time 
(including layover 
time) of two hours, 
and one bus station is 
used with a per- 
departure cost of 50 
pence, the formula 
would be B20*.25. 
This represents the 
number of service 
hours multiplied by 
25 pence per hour (or 
50 pence per 2-hourly 
round trip).

Line 37 - Licences 

This should be the annual cost of 
licensing the vehicles, including the 
cost of operator licensing (depicted 
here as a notional £200), multiplied 
by the total number of vehicles 
required for the service, divided by 
the number of weeks in a year. 


The formula shown assumes a 
depreciation rate of 20%. calculated 
on a reducing balance method, and 
an average ‘start of year’ book value 
of £36,000 for each of the vehicles. 
The formula then multiplies the 
book value by the total number of 
vehicles required, calculates the 
annual depreciation of these vehicles 


a weekly depreciation figure 


This formula requires the average 
amount outstanding on each vehicle 
during the year (shown here as 
£28,500) to be multiplied by the total | 
number of vehicles required and the 
true interest rate (APR) chargeable 
(shown here as 17%). The resultant 


average weekly figure. 


Line 40 - Vehicle hire 

This is a provision to cover for 
occasions when buses will need to 
be hired in (or transfered from other 
operations) in order to maintain 


| service. The formula shown assumes 


ahire rate of £35 daily for six days 
per week, and a 10% incidence of 
such hires taking place. 


Line 41 - Cleaners’ wages 

This is calculated by estimating 
the number of vehicles one cleaner 
can be responsible for cleaning each 
day, and assessing the cost of each 
cleaner including the usual 
provisions for holiday pay, NIC and 
so on. The formula shown assumes 
one cleaner for every eight vehicles 


£115 per cleaner per week. 
Lines 42 and 44 - Other wages 


These are both provisions. Line 42 
is calculated at the rate of £10 per 
vehicle per week, with line 42 
calculated at the rate of two pence 
per mile. 


Line 43 - Insurance 

This covers PSV vehicle 
insurance only, and the formula 
shown illustates a rate of £1,800 per 


| vehicle per year. 


Line 47 adds all the direct costs for 
each service, the the total for all 
services shown in cell G47. 


Lines 53 to 66 - Indirect and 
overhead costs

It is assumed that none of the 
costs shown in this section will alter 
in direct proportion to the volume of 
service work operated. Therefore, 
the total estimated weekly cost of 
each type of overhead is entered in 
column G; the computer then 
allocates these to each route in 
proportion to the total number of 


| vehicles required, including spares, 


to operate it. 


_ Line 68 adds the overhead costs 


together, and lines 71, 73 74 and 76 
summarise the revenue and costs, 
then compute the profit or loss on 
each route. 

Column G is used to show the 
totals for all services on our 
specimen spreadsheet. The formulae 
under each heading will simply add 
the totals for the individual services; 
for example, in cell G8 the formula 
will be SUM(B8:E8). The only 
exceptions to this are cells G19 
(formula is: G16/G18); G21 
(formula is: G16/G20) and G24 
(formula is: G23). 

A final word of caution. The 
system is only as good as the 
accuracy of the cost and revenue 
figures which are entered in the 
various formulae. If these are 
significantly wide of the mark then, 
it will inevitably be a case of rubbish 
in ... rubbish out.

Clayton Jones: fails 
for new licences 


IDS for fresh PSV licences 
by Mr Clayton Jones have 
been turned down by the 
South Wales Traffic 
Commissioner, Mr John Mervyn 
Pugh, at a Cardiff public inquiry. 
His decision is to be challenged 
before the Transport Tribunal. 
Last December the licences 
held by four of Mr Clayton 
Jones’ firms, C F and I E Jones, 
trading as Clayton Jones Coach 
Tours; Shamrock Private Hire 
Services (Newport) Ltd; Celtic 
Connection Ltd: and Rhondda 
Buses Ltd; authorising a total of 
48 vehicles, were revoked on 
maintenance grounds by the 
Deputy Traffic Commissioner, 
Mr Gerrard Sullivan. 
(Coachmart, December 21st.) 
Appeals against those decisions 
were dismissed by the Transport 
Tribunal, who, however, quashed 
orders disqualifying Mr Clayton 
Jones and his mother, Mrs Ivy 
Jones, from holding or obtaining 
a PSV licence for a period of two 
years. (Coachmart, January 
25th.) In February, Mr Clayton 
Jones* wife Alison was 
successful in a bid for a licence 
authorising 48 vehicles. 
(Coachmart, February 22nd.) 
In March, Shamrock Private 
Hire, trading as Cwmbran 


Clipper, lodged an application for 


anew licence authorising the 
operation of 16 single deckers 
and C F and 1 E Jones, trading as 
Rhondda Buses, one for a licence 
authorising 12 single deckers. In 
both applications Mr Clayton 
Jones was nominated as the 
professionally-competent 
transport manager. 

Evidence was given by Mr 
Clayton Jones that the Shamrock 
Private Hire vehicles would be 
used mainly on local services and 
private hire, and those of the 
partnership solely on local 
services and contract work. 

Both firms would employ 
protessionally-competent 
transport managers but he 
proposed remaining as the 
nominated CPC holder. He 
accepted that the key to PSV 
operation was public safety and 
he would regularly visit the two 
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operating centres to make sure 
that the proposed maintenance 
system was carried out to the 
letter. 

The Ynysybwl operating centre 
of the partnership, the premises 
of Jones Motors, a firm run by 
his wife, had its own brake 
testing facility. 

A system of positive defect 
reporting had been incorporated 
into the system and each firm 
would have a flow chart setting 
out when inspections were due. 
There had been no objections and 
representations against either 
application. He now believed 
they had put their affairs in order. 
He would comply with the law to 
the best of his ability and take 
nothing at face value. 

He accepted that in the past his 
operations should have been to a 
different standard. After six 
months without a licence, many 
lessons had been learnt. He now 
felt ready, willing and able to 
conform with the necessary 
requirements of the PSV 
legislation. 

Financial evidence was heard 
in private at the request of Mr 
Clayton Jones. 

Questioned by Mr Mervyn 
Pugh, Mr Clayton Jones said that 
Mr Michael King had been the 
transport manager of the firms 
whose licences had been 
revoked. If drivers were put in 
the front line, he felt that they 
needed the tools to do the job. He 
did not believe that a nil daily 
defect reporting system would do 
that. 

He felt that drivers required a 
list of individual items that 
required checking, as it was too 
easy for a driver to write “nil”. 
Similarly, he was not a believer 
in writing letters to drivers which 
they had to sign, as drivers would 
sign anything without reading it. 

His drivers would be required 
to sign an itemised inspection 
sheet, including their PSV 
licence badge number. If they 
signed off a defective vehicle 
without reporting the defects, a 
copy of the sheet would be sent 
to the Traffic Area Office. He felt 
that the use of the PSV badge 


number would have a 
psychological effect. The 
majority of drivers would carry 
out the job properly, but there 
was an element who did not give 
a damn and who acted recklessly. 

After Mervyn Pugh had said 
that there would not be any PSV 
licence badges after 1991, Mr 
Clayton Jones said he would do 
whatever he felt was needed to 
ensure that essential ingredient 
was there. The defect books 
would be personal to the drivers, 
and they would be instructed 
verbally. He felt the very fact that 
their PSV driving licence would 
be at stake would be sufficient to 
deter them from neglecting to 
report defects. 

The planned maintenance was 
based on a three week cycle, with 
intermediate brake tests, said Mr 
Clayton Jones. The difference 
was that the previous system 
revolved around good faith. The 
new system relied upon written 
evidence that the drivers were 
carrying out their work 
appropriately each day. 

After Mr Clayton Jones had 
said that the actual maintenance 
of the vehicles was being given to 
an outside party, Mr Mervyn 
Pugh pointed out that he could 
not contract out his responsibility. 

Mr Clayton Jones said that his 
previous system had failed. The 
reasons why it failed were 
arguable. He had had time to 
consider all the factors and put 
his house in order. The driver of 
the vehicle involved in a serious 
accident because of bad brakes, 
had signed three nil defect report 
sheets immediately prior to the 
accident. 

Asked how his new system 
would prevent that happening, 
Clayton Jones said that he 
believed that it was necessary to 
specify the important items, such 
as brakes, tyres. etc, that needed 
to be checked as paramount to 
safety from a driver’s point of 
view. He also felt that it was 
essential to have interim brake 
tests for vehicles engaged on stop 
start work. Finally, he would be 
on the spot himself to ensure that 
the system worked.

Mr Clayton Jones said that 
there had never been any 
problem over drivers’ hours and 
records with his firms. As far as 
speeding was concerned, there 
would be speed limiters for the 
motorway on vehicles used for 
private hire. He did not feel that 
it was a problem with local 
service vehicles. He agreed that 
there had been problems over the 
operation of registered services 
in the past. 

After Mr Mervyn Pugh 
commented that there had been 
over 800 complaints, Mr Clayton 
Jones said that that figure had 
never been accepted. He had 
written to the Department of 
Transport about a letter from Taft 
Ely Borough Council toa 
member of the Traffic Area staff, 
which made it clear there had 
been a sustained effort by other 
operators to “rubbish” him, Ina 
competitive field, some operators 
would go to any lengths to try 
and retain a monopoly position. 
When he compared hisrecord 
with another major operator who 
came before the Commissioner 
last July, he felt that it was very 
good. 

Mr Mervyn Pugh said that the 
Deputy Traffic Commissioner 
had concluded in December that 
Mr Clayton Jones and his mother 
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< had lost their good repute. 

Mr Clayton Jones said that 
good repute had only been 
brought into question because of 
the public safety element. He 
appreciated that public safety was 
the prime concern. He had learnt 
a very severe lesson that he was 
not going to forget. He had put 
his house in order. 

Mr Mervyn Pugh said that it 
had been reported that following 
the Transport Tribunal’s decision, 

-Mr Clayton Jones had continued 
to operate and had to be ordered 
off the road by the police. 

Maintaining that was false, Mr 
Clayton Jones said that he had 


gone on television to tell the 
world that they had lost their 
licences directly after the appeal 
hearing. Following the refusal of 
the Tribunal to grant a stay of the 
revocation decision, pending a 
full hearing of his appeals. he had 
given instructions that operations 
continue free of charge. He 
agreed that the police were 
involved, in that they had stopped 
vehicles on many occasions when 
he was running for nothing. 
Mistakes had been made but he 
did not accept the suggestion of 
illegal operation. If he had 
operated illegally, action would 
have been taken. 


Refusing the application, Mr 
Mervyn Pugh said that he was 
duty bound to take account of the 
previous history. He was not 
satisfied that there would be 
adequate arrangements for 
ensuring that the vehicles would 
be kept in a fit and roadworthy 
condition. 

The system operated previously 
had failed. There was nothing to 
indicate the new system, which 
was at variance with that 
advocated in South Wales, and 
which in many, many cases had 
been proved to work, was any 
better. Neither was he wholly 
satisfied there were adequate 


arrangements to ensure 
compliance with the law. As far 
as finance was concerned, there 
were a number of doubts in his 
mind, in particular relating to the 
transfer of vehicles from one 
company to another. 

Mr Clayton Jones and his 
mother were held to have lost 
their good repute because of 
prohibitions placed on vehicles 
that had constituted a danger to 
the public. He had to rule that Mr 
Clayton Jones had not yet 
repaired his good repute and it 
followed that his mother, albeit 
an innocent party, had likewise 
not recovered her good repute. 


Week's service ban imposed 
on Lincoln City Transport 


HE operation of three 

unauthorised journeys on a 
Lincoln City circular service has 
led to Lincoln City Transport Ltd 
being banned from running the 
service for a week, by the Eastern 
Traffic Commissioner, Brigadier 
Compton Boyd. 

At a Nottingham public inquiry 
Brigadier Boyd said that 
Enterprise and Silver Dawn Bus 
Co had written a letter of 
complaint alleging that on 
February 16th and 19th Lincoln 
City Transport ran vehicles on 
part of the route that was only 
registered at school term times. 
The Traffic Area wrote to the 
company, who replied admitting 
the journeys had been operated 
and saying that the situation 
would be rectified. A further 
complaint was received from 
Enterprise and Silver Dawn that a 
Lincoln City vehicle had been 
sighted making an unauthorised 
journey on the route on April 
12th. 

Lincoln City MD Peter 
Townley accepted that journeys 
had been operated during the 
school holidays in February. 

Confusion had arisen because 
of a running board which made no 
reference to the fact that the 0757 
and 0810 journeys only operated 
during schoo! term times. He 
accepted that management had 
been at fault. The board had been 
rectified and they had not been 
aware that a thirdincident had 
taken place until they received the 
letter from the Traffic Area. On 
that occasion the journey had 
been operated contrary to 
instructions. The company 
operated a large rosta, and the 
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same driver did not always 
operate on the same route. The 
driver involved might well not 
have read the running board 
carefully enough, and it might 
have looked the same as before. 
By that time steps had been 
taken to register the journeys out 
of school term times. The times 
the journeys operated at put them 
three minutes behind Enterprise 
and Silver Dawn, and that showed 
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that there had been no desire to 
interfere with that company’s 
operations. 

Brigadier Boyd said that 
deregulation had led to open 
competition. However, there had 
to be rules and that was the 
problem in this case. 

Mr Townley said that the first 
two incidents had arisen due to 
ambiguous instructions, and 
management held up its hands. 


Early corrective action was taken, 
The third incident was due to a 
member of staff operating 
contrary to instructions. The three 
incidents might seem the same to 
Enterprise and Silver Dawn, but 
to Lincoln City they were two 
different incidents arising out of 
two different sets of 
circumstances. 

Mr Alan Williams, assistant 
manager of Enterprise and Silver 
Dawn, said that he would not like 
to say that Lincoln City had 
intentionally interfered with his 
firm, as he had no evidence to that 
effect. 

Brigadier Boyd said that Mr 
Townley had asked him to treat 
the first two incidents as one. 
They had been the management's 
fault, in that the running board 
contained ambiguous instructions. 
A new running board was made 
and the third incident arose 
because the company was at the 
mercy of its driver. 

When an industry had been 
opened up to competition, 
members of that industry had to 
play fair, and do what they were 
required to do under the 
regulations within the bounds of 
fair play. Lincoln City Transport 
had received a caution from the 
Tratfic Area Office following the 
first two incidents, and he 
concluded that there was no 
reasonable excuse for the 
company’s conduct. 
Consequently, he had decided to 
attach a condition prohibiting 
Lincoln City’s vehicles running 
on the service concerned, or any 
service like it, to take effect from 
Saturday June 16th and to last 
until Friday June 22nd.

Tourism blossoms in the Valleys 


N THE sad atmosphere of the 

coal pit closures in the early 

“80s, there can have been few 

Welshmen who could believe 
that the wound of unemployment 
and the scars of the slag heaps 
would ever heal. 

The legacies of an industrial 
revolution which had lasted just 
150 years were the memories of 
the dead and the grim prospect of 
the dole queue. The Black Gold 
rush was over, ending generations 
of tradition - though many 
bereaved Welsh people did not 
mourn its passing. 

But new life does breathe down 
the Valleys, reshaping the barren 
industrial landscape and once 
more bringing people thronging to | 
the pit-head. Instead of being paid. | 
these people pay... tourism has 
arrived in South Wales. 

The pits themselves have 
become an attraction, as South 
Wales guide Audrey Griffiths 
explained. Exiled Welsh families 
are returning from all over the 
world to take a look at the places 
in which their fathers or 
grandfathers worked, just little 
boys slaving alongside the little pit 
ponies. 

Big Pit is exactly what it | 
purports to be, but one of the few | 
big enough below ground to be 
acceptable to tourists. The wide, 
high galleries and coal faces create 
an impression which, sadly, is not | 
as realistic is it might be. It’s a 
genuine pit, closed in 1980, but 
the reality of many of the coal 
faces is much more cramped. 

Between Brynmawr and 
Blaenafon on the B4248, Big Pit is | 
open to coach parties. A guided 
tour by a former miner lasts about 
an hour, and groups are turned 
around two at a time down the 
underground workings. Entry is 
£3.75 for adults, £3.50 for OAPs 
and £2.75 for children for groups 
of 10-30; and £3.25, £3 and £2.25 
for 31 or more. There’s a 25p per 
head discount this month and from 
Sept-Dec. Book first on 0495 
790311. 

The Rhondda Heritage Park is 
another coal mining attraction, but 
has more emphasis placed on the 
community of the Welsh Valley 
people. It’s an ongoing project to 
transform two closed collieries, 
which is another way of saying it 
is not yet finished by any means. 
So far, the visitor centre has been 
built in an old storehouse building 
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Rhondda Valley Heritage Park. 


bridge the two sides of the valley, 
from a working hill farm right 
across to the terraces of 
steelworkers” houses perched on 
the other side. 

The festival site is typically 
grand, encompassing almost 200 
acres of land and five acres of 
water, from 750 feet above sea 
level to 1,250 feet up on the 
mountain slopes of Y Domen. 
There will be space for 200 
coaches to park, and a road is 
being adapted to take them. 

Looking down on the festival 
site from the temporary offices, it 
is easy to see just how grand the 
task is. But it will be the Valleys’ 
showpiece, the first National 
Garden Festival within two hours 
of London, and is set to attract 
millions of visitors. 

The National Garden Festival 
marketing manager Ceri Thomas 
will supply operators with 
information and leaflets which 
will help him plan the NGF into 
the 1992 programme. The address 
is Garden Festival Wales, Festival 
House, Victoria, Ebbw Vale.

GRT Holdings, parent company 
of Grampian Regional Transport, 
has been given Government 
authority to buy Midland, one of 
SBG’s best placed operating 
companies and one of its more 
profitable operations, for an 
undisclosed sum. 

Midland, with 772 staff, 280 
buses and coaches and six depots 
in the Central Region, made £1.1 
million profit last year on £14.4 
million turnover. 

Announcing the deal, Scottish 
Secretary Malcolm Rifkind said: 
‘This was a very competitive sale 
and I congratulate GRT on its 
success. I am particularly pleased 
that the management and 
employees at Midland will have 
an opportunity for major 
involvement in share ownership of 
the parent company, along with 
existing management and

employees.” 

GRT Holdings, owned by its 
management and employees, was 
set up to buy Grampian Regional 
Transport from Grampian 
Regional Council last year. It 
operates the Grampian services 
around Aberdeen and it also owns 
Mair’s Coaches. Kirkpatrick of 
Deeside, Alexander North East 
and the Autotruck dealership. 

GRT chairman and MD Moir 
Lockhead told Coachmart he was 
delighted by the positive response 
shown by the Midland 
management team led by MD Jim 
Begg. ‘We intend to run Midland 
as a completely separate company. 
It has a lot of potential and we like 
what we have seen. | think they're 
delighted to know where they're 
going. 

‘Midland was a tremendously 
strong part of the Scottish Bus 
Group.

Ever had that sinking feeling? 


DAY trip turned to drama 

last Sunday when a 
Northumberland operator’s Setra 
Rational rolled into the River 
Leven at Balloch, Loch Lomond. 

H E Craiggs had sent the Setra, 
new last December, on a day 
excursion from Morpeth. 

The driver was asked to move 
the coach while it was empty.

Craiggs arranged for another 
coach to be sent up from Morpeth 
to take the passengers home, 
delaying the excursion by only two 
hours. 

He was able to collect the 
Rational again on Monday. “It has 
water damage, but fortunately it’s 
fresh water.’ The upholstery is now 
being dried out and will be cleaned 
by a specialist company. There is 
no electrical damage to the coach.

Midland, like some GRT 
companies, operates Citylink 
services on contract, but other 
parts of the group operate National 
Express services. Lockhead says 
the arm’s length relationship 
between the holding company and 
its subsidiaries removes any 
conflict of interests. 


BCC expels 


coach firms 


HE Bus and Coach Council 

has expelled Ferris Coaches 
and CTC Travel Group, both 
based in South Wales. The 
unanimous decision was taken at 
a well-attended Council meeting, 
last week. 

Ferris Coaches of Senghenydd 
was expelled for bringing the 
industry into disrepute following 
the failure of Raymond Ferris’s 
appeal against a nine month 
prison sentence. Ferris was 
sentenced for aiding and abetting 
the falsification of tachograph 
charts. 

Bridgend-based CTC Travel 
Group has been expelled, 
according to BCC, for advertising 
that its holidays had BCC 
bonding when no such bonding 
existed. BCC had asked CTC to 
withdraw its advertised claim, but 
the company did not reply to the 
Council's requests. Both 
companies were invited to attend 
the meeting but didn’t. 

Kay Ferris, who has applied for 
an operator licence to continue to 
operate Ferris Holidays, said: ‘I 
have no comment apart from 
saying the BCC has been no help 
to my husband at all.” 

CTC MD Gary Batchelor 
explained CTC was part of a 
merger between his own Bowers 
of Bridgend company and CTC 
subsidiary Morris Brothers, which 
held the BCC bonding.
